President at the air terminal, 
contrary to the bet some China 
experts were offering. And the 
greetings on both sides of East- 
West were friendly. Still, it was a 
cold deal for Mr. Nixon. 


There was no crowd in any of 


the TV-covered scenes. The 
streets were positively deserted 
as the presidential 
motor 


caravan moved from the airport 
to the central city. In any other 
summit meeting there would 
have been hundreds of thousands 
on the line of march, curious to 
get a glimpse of the visiting head 
of a powerful state. But not in 
Chita. Mao Tse-tung obviously 
had decided his presence was 
enough. 


I had a feeling the reception 


chin was about the same tem- 
perature China would have 
generated had the visitor been 
the premier of the Soviet Union. 


And perhaps that is just how 


matters really stand. Here are 
two of three unfriendly powers 
attempting to strike up a 
friendship. Russia is already 
screaming it is a plot against 
Moscow. But China is slow to 
shake America's hand, being full 
of mistrust. 


And it may be a long time 


before the Chinese chill subsides. 
How else could it be between two 
nations that have been enemies 
for a generation? 


Here's a paradox in the art of 


government: 


The United States is waging a 


war against the cigarette, but 
last week-end American tobaooo 
growers* demanded that tfiir 
government act to protect them 
against discriminatory taxation 
against our export sales in 
Europe. And politics being what 
it is, chances are the government 
will get behind the tobacco 
growers' plea. 


This would be no more 


paradoxical than previous policy 
at home. While denouncing 
tobacco in general and cigarettes 
specifically, 
the 
federal 


government and practically all 
the states go on taxing cigarette 
sales. 


If the paradox isn't plain to you 


it certainly is plain to moat 
people in America— where the 
anti-cigarette campaign is so 
successful that cigarette sales 
increase every year. 


I repeat: I'll bet the govern- 


ment moves to help the tobacco 
farmer— the very guy govern- 
ment has been trying to put out of 
business.

bay. 


The United States appealed to 


the International Red Cross and 
the British government to seek 
release of the passengers. 


Joseph Kennedy, 19, was fly- 


ing home after a visit to Bang- 
ladesh with his uncle, San. Ed- 


ward M. Kennedy, D-Mass. He 
remained in India after the sen- 
ator had left. 


Mahitwod Aras, director-gen- 


eral of civil aviation in South- 
ern Yemen, denied reports that 
all passengers except Kennedy 
had been released from the 
plane. He said: "The situation 
at present is that nobody is 
allowed to approach the air- 
craft except myself." 


Egypt's Middle East New 


Agency later reported from 
Aden that there are five hijack- 
ers aboard the plane, not three 
as previously reported- 


Diplomats in Beirut said the 


hijackers were demanding the 
release of four Palestinians on 
trial in Cairo for the assassina- 
tion of Premier Waafi Tell of 
Jordan. 


But the Palestinian prisoners, 


while hailing the hijacking as a 
"heroic deed", ruled out the 
possibility that the action was 


carried out to secure their re- 
lease. 


"If we were being tried in • 


foreign country, it could hav» 
been possibly done for us," said 
Mounsir Khalifa, one of tl» 
prisoners. "But we are in thai 
heart of the Arab world and) 
I'm sure the hijacking of that 
jumbo has nothing to do with 
our detention here."

Pentagon Papers Issue 
Be/ore High Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Court today agreed to 
decide whether a federal grand 
jury may question aides of Sen. 
Mike Gravel, D-AIaska, and 
"third parties" about arrange- 
ments for publication of the 
Pentagon Papers. 


Gravel had challenged in an 


appeal the leeway granted the 
grand jury by the U.S. Circuit 
Court in Boston. The Justice 
Department, on the other hand, 
contended in a separate appeal 
that unjustified restrictions had 
been imposed. 


The high court granted both 


sides a hearing without further 
comment. 


Gravel, a critic of the Viet- 


nam war, disclosed portions of 
the war study papers last June 
at a midnight meeting of a Sen- 
ate subcommittee. He later ar- 
ranged for publication of a 
four-volume edition by Beacon 
Press, the publishing arm of 
the Unitarian Universalist As- 
sociation. 


At issue before the court is 


the 
meaning 
of 
the 
con- 


stitutional provision that mem- 
bers of Congress "shall not be 
questioned in any other place" 
for "any speech or debate." 


Gravel's attorneys argued 


that the immunity prohibits the 
grand jury from questioning 
anyone involved with the Sena- 
tor in arranging for the publi- 
cation. 


If aides and "third parties" 


can be questioned, Gravel's ap- 
peal said, it would become im- 
possible for members of Con- 
gress to get the help they need 
to adequately do their official 
work. 


The Justice Department ar- 


gued, meanwhile, that the Con- 
stitution bars questioning of a 
member 
of Congress 
by a 


grand jury about his legislative 
conduct—but does not bar ques- 
tioning of others.

Mr. Tolleson made a very 


graphic comparison between the 
time he attended Hope schools 
and now that his children are 
attending the same school. 


A generation gap; then, an 


enrollment of about 1500, now, 
about 3000. Then, about 60 
teachers, now, 125 teachers. 
Then, a budget of about $75,000, 
now, 
over one million. Then, 


salary averaging $1500.00 year,

Then, millage support for 
schools 18 mills, now, 40 mills. 


Assessments then two million 


dollars, now, thirteen million. 


Busses, three then, twenty five 


now. 


Mr. Tolleson then compared 


the Hope system with others in 
the state. In millage Hope's 40 
mills with a statewide average of 
46 mills. Statewide average 
salaries of $7000.00. 


The yarsstick used in many 


cases is the money spent per 
pupil per year in which Hope is 
pegged at $425.00 per pupil with a 
state average of $477.00 per 
pupil. By this standard nation- 
wide, Mr. Tolleson said that 
Arkansas was 49th in the nation. 


He further stated that in local 


support that Hope ranked 104th 
in the 125 school districts in the 
state. 


Hope is classed as a large 


school district, over twenty five 
hundred, and of the thirty large 
school districts in the state the 
average mills for school support 
is 49 mills. 


Mr. Tolleson appealed to the 


group to support the schools 
request 
for 
48 mills. He 


estimated that the extra 8 mills 
would produce about $250,000 per 
year for some new construction, 
and repair and maintenance of 
the present system.

Anniversary

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— John Glenn is honored guest 
today at a ceremony com- 
memorating the 10th anniversa- 
ry of his flight as the first 
American to orbit the earth. 


More than 3,000 persons were 


invited to the event at Launch 
Complex 14, from which Glenn 
started his journey atop an 
Atlas missile on Feb. 20, 1962. 


The official celebration was 


delayed until today because of 
the Washington's birthday holi- 
day. Among those invited were 
space agency 
and 
industry 


members of the Project Mercu- 
ry team which launched Glenn 
into orbit. Also attending will 
be space workers, local civic 
leaders and other astronauts. 


The service tower and gantry 


that cradled Glenn's Atlas rock- 
et still stand, but they long ago 
were deactivated 
and weeds 


grow in the area. The block- 
house still is used by the Air 
Force to support launches of 
secret spy satellites from adja- 
cent Complex 13. 


Much of the world seemed to 


stand still when Glenn vaulted 
into space in his Friendship 7 
capsule. There was anxiety 
when trouble developed with 
the automatic controls during 
the second orbit—relief when 
Glenn took manual control and 


steered Friendship 7 to a suc- 
cessful three-robit mission that[ 
lasted 4 hours 55 minutes. 


Asked in a recent interview 


to assess the importance of his 
pioneer flight, Glenn said: 


"We didn't know at that time 


really what man was capable 
of doing in space. The fact that 
the automatic system fouled up I 
and man had to prove on this; 
first orbital flight that he could 
take over manually, well. This 
was a blessing because it push-, j 
ed us a little farther than we 
might otherwise have gone. We 
knew then that man could func- 
tion in space ...." 


The flight opened the way to 


more ambitious orbital mis- 
sions that eventually led to 
man's first landing on the moon 
in 1969. 


Glenn left the space program ^ 


in 1964 to run for the Senate in j 
his home state Ohio. But that 
bid was thwarted by a bath-! 
room fall that injured his inner j 
ear and left him in a state of 
dizziness for nine months. He 
tried again for the Senate in 
1970 but lost in the Democratic 
primary to millionaire Howard ! 
Metzenbaum. 


Glenn and his wife Annie live 


in Columbus, Ohio. He is on the j 
board of directors of Royal: 
Crown Cola and Questor Corp. I 
and is part franchise holder in j 
four Holiday Inns. 


Calls FBI Agent Liar

HARRSIBURG, Pa. (AP) - 


Ramsey Clark, chief defense 
lawyer in the Harrisburg 7 con- 
spiracy trial, says the govern- 
ment's key witness was "an 
agent 
provocateur" 
for 
the 


FBI. 


Clark, the former U.S. attor- 


ney general and one-time boss 
of FBI Director J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver, also described the witness 
as "a sad person who's made 
lying a way of life." 


The charges came Monday as 


Clark made his opening state- 
ment in the trial of seven anti- 
war activists who are accused 
of plotting to kidnap presiden- 
tial adviser Henry A. Kissinger 
in an effort to force an end to 
U.S. involvement in Vietnam. 


Among the defendants are 


Philip Berrigan, a Roman Cath- 
olic priest who allegedly mas- 
teminded the plot from his 
prison cell in Lewisburg federal 
prison, where he was serving a 
sentence for destroying draft 
board records. 


Chief 
prosecutor 
William 


Lynch told the jury that the in- 
former, fellow Berrigan inmate 
Boyd Douglas Jr., kept the FBI 
"advised as to what was going 
on." 


Douglas is not expected to take 


the stand until next week. 


Besides the kidnap plot, Ber- 


rigan and his six codefendants 
are accused of conspiring to 
blow up tunnels that carry heat 
to federal buildings in Washing- 
ton and 
to vandalize draft 


boards around the country. 


Clark denied this. 
"There was no conspiracy," 


he said. "We know Henry Kis- 
singer was not kidnaped. He is 
alive and well in Peking today, 
as far as we know." 


Clark said the charges were 


invented 
"to stop a peace 


movement, to silence people, to 
support something J. 
Edgar 


Hoover had done." 


The defense claims Hoover 


leaked details of the alleged 
plot Nov. 27, 1970 in an effort to 
secure more federal funds for 
the FBI. The indictment came 
months later. 


Berrigan has been serving a 


prison 
term 
for

Right now. roughly one Amer- 


ican baby in 10 is being born 
out of wedlock. Together, these 
children form yet another "mi- 
nority" group in our society— 
the illegitimates. Do they too 
have constitutional rights? Docs 
the Constitution guarantee them 
equal treatment, just as it docs 
to racial and religious minorities? 


The common law had a scorn- 


ful name for anyone born to an 
unwed woman: (iliiix niillins— 
"nobody's child." For centuries, 
such 
children 
labored 
under 


severe legal handicaps. 


However, a recent decision by 


the United States Supreme Court 
has taken a giant step toward 
equalizing their status. 


The case arose when five il- 


legitimate children sought dam- 
ages for the wrongful death of 
their mother in a hospital. Un- 
der state law, illegitimate chil- 
dren had no right to make this 
kind of a claim. 


But the Court disregarded the 


state law and ruled that the 
children's claim must be allowed. 
The Court said it was unfair to 
penalize them for a characteristic 
over which they had no ;:ontrol. 
In its decision, the Court re- 
called the anguished protest of 
an 
illegitimate 
son 
in King 


Lear: 


"Why 
bastard, 
wherefore 


base?" 


Does this ruling mean that 


from now on, illegitimate chil- 
dren will have exactly the same 
rights as legitimate children? 


Not necessarily. In one case, 


the question was whether an il- 
legitimate son had the right to 
be supported by his father. The 
court said yes, because to rule 
otherwise would be to "cast the 
burden upon the innocent child." 


But in another case, the ques- 


tion was whether an illegitimate 
child was automatically entitled 
to the same inheritance rights as 
a legitimate child. 


This time, the answer was no. 


The court said that, just as in- 
heritance laws could favor sons 
over grandsons or first cousins 
over second cousins, so they 
could favor legitimate children 
over illegitimate children. 


Discrimination is lawful if it 


has some reasonable purpose, 
said the court, and discouraging 
immorality is a reasonable pur- 
pose.

The Drug Problem 


In the 1971 session 
the 


legislature passed HB 590, which 
has proven to be almost totally 
ineffective. Many of us ex- 
pressed grave doubts about the 
bill last year, but passed it rather 
than have no drug control law of 
any nature. The genesis of the 
problem, of course, is not so 
much in the provisions or wor- 
ding of a drug control bill, but in 
the fact that drug control itself is 
a new problem. We are charting 
unfamiliar 
territory 
which 


crosses legal boundaries into 
questions of morality, medical 
and civil rights issues. 


Because the Federal Govern- 


ment (as well as state govern- 
ments) is exploring this problem 
on a trial-by-error 
approach, 


there is no definitive authority or 
guideline for us to follow. As a 
result, you can ask a question 


and get ten different answers. 
This apparently caused the 
entire drug issue to border on 
controversy. Indeed, the Senate 
and House were at odds, with the 
Senate finally rescinding to the 
wishes of the House. 


Many legislators felt that 


revision of the drug bill should 
not have been part of the special 
session, but rather should have 
been reserved for the regular 
session in 1973. I felt, however, 
that we needed to do something 
positive 
to assist law en- 


forcement officials in obtaining 
workable solutions now, rather 
than allow the drug problem to 
grow unchecked until 1973. 


Any time you deal 
with 


legislation that can and does 
affect the children of this state, 
you are dealing with potential 
political trouble. We wanted a 
bill which would deal harshly 
with the "pusher" or illegal drug 
seller, but would not wreck 
havoc with children who were 
experimenting. 


What we finally ended up with 


was a relatively good bill i HH 711 
which corrects the major flaws 
of last year's House Bill a'JO and 
concurrently gives lav. en- 
forcement 
officials 
more 


definable terms tor deali'ii; with 
the problem. 


Remember that when v.e deal 


with drug enforcement 
uc- de-.il 


with the total spectrum of human 
conditions: medical, moral, 
psychological, legal—all of these 
entertwined with the real needs 
of law enforcement. 


I feel that drug control is an 


area which we will probably 
have to deal with, in one form or 
another, in practically 
every 


session for many years to come. 


The essence of HB 71 is that it 


gives us a new tool for en- 
forcement of the selling of drugs. 
The bill establishes a rebuttable 
presumption that a person 
possessing a large quantity of 
drugs intends to sell them. He 
would be charged with a felony 
and could be subjected to har- 
sher 
penalties 
than 
for 


possession, which is only a 
misdemeanor. The burdon on 
proof is on the defendant to rebut 
the charges that he possessed 
drugs that he meant to sell. 


HB 71 calls for possession of a 


quantity equivalent to a one- 
week supply before the felony 
charge will take effect. 


HB 64, designed to strengthen 


provisions in last year's HB 590, 
also passed. It basically ac- 
complishes four things: i l l 
Raises from 15 to 30 years the 
maximum penalty for selling 
hard drugs, (2) makes illegal 
possession uf a prescription pad 
a misdemeanor, (3) makes a 
one-year 
probation 
penud

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Florida Primary Is Much 
Egypt Polygamy War 
Voters Moy Wonder Aftouf fmp«cf 


Like a Crossword Puzzle

MIAMI (AP) - 
Florida's 


Democratic presidential pri- 
mary is a political crossword 
puzzle, and the key to solving it 
is a seven-letter word meaning 
governor of Alabama. 


In an 11-way contest, where 


constituencies are crossed and 
contested, Gov. George C. Wal- 
lace is leading and gaining 
strength in the candidate polls, 
playing to packed houses in his 
self-described 
"candidacy 


against the establishment." 


The candidate who can push 


his showing significantly past 
the 30-per-cent level can win in 
Florida, and at the moment, 
only Wallace approaches that 
kind of strength. 


The pollsters rate Wallace, 


who rose to power in Alabama 
as an ardent segregationist, 
well ahead of Sens. Edmund S. 
Muskie of Maine and Hubert H. 
Humphrey of Minnesota, the 
two entries now leading the bal- 
ance of the field. 


Wallace tells his campaign 


crowds the national Democratic 
leaders have the shakes over 
his candidacy because "they 
know what you might do in a 
race where there are 10" rival 
contenders dividing the vote in 
a contest decided by a plural- 
ity. Some see it as simply Wal- 
lace against the field—a major 
plus for him. 


Wallace hopes to take advan- 


tage of crowded primary bal- 
lots in other states later. He is 
meeting tonight with supporters 
in Annapolis, Md., to begin or- 
ganizing his campaign for the 
May 16 Maryland primary—one 
of at least 10 he plans to enter. 


There is a 12th entry on the 


Florida ballot, and it could be 
crucial on March 14, when vot- 
ers will be asked to register 
opinion on the question of com- 
pulsory busing of schoolchil- 
dren for purposes of classroom 
racial balance. 


That vote will have no legal 


standing, but the political fall- 
out is likely to benefit Wallace, 


helping to turn out his support- 
ers, and keeping the issue para- 
mount. 


"If I were running the Wal- 


lace campaign, that's just what 
I would want," said Humphrey. 


"The busing issue is the pre- 


dominant issue," said Sen. Hen- 
ry M. Jackson of Washington, 
who is pushing it hard, sponsor- 
ing a constitutional amendment 
to forbid the practice. 


Jackson argues the referen- 


dum will give voters an oppor- 
tunity to oppose busing without 
backing Wallace. 


Muskie doesn't talk about 


busing 
in 
his 
campaign 


speeches, which often take the 
tone more of the sermon than 
the political stump—until he 
comes to Wallace. 


"There is a candidate in the 


primary whose whole career 
has been built on playing on 
people's fears, and his name is 
George Wallace," Muskie said 
in DeLand. "I'm told he's going 
to win ... I don't believe it."

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Conviction of Waldo^&'xzr.1^ 
Doctor Overturned 


LITTLE HOCK (AP) - The 


state Supreme Court today is- 
sued a wppleimntal opinion re- 
versing the conviction of Dr. J. 
Byron Grimmett of Waldo on a 
charge of failing to keep com- 
plete records of drugs. 


The opinion was issued fol- 


lowing a rehearing in con- 
nection with an earlier opinion 
the court had issued upholding 
the conviction and $2,000 fine 
imposed on Grimmett. 


In the supplemental opinion, 


however, the court held that a 
search warrant used by Duke 
Atkinson, formerly a sergeant 
in the Arkansas State Police, 
was not authorised by law. 


The action took place late in 


1969. Atkinson arrested Grim- 
mett and Pat Kimbal, who was 
employed by Grimmett at a 
clinic at Waldo. 


Atkinson also seized 1,812,976 


units of drugs and medicines 
including about 656,645 units that 
were controlled drugs under the 
Drug Abuse Control Act. 


The officer alleged that he 


had purchased without pre- 
scription certain drugs from 
Mrs. Kimbal. 


The state argued that the 


warrant was valid under com- 
mon law, the state Constitution 
and state statutes. 


The Supreme Court, after a 


study of legal history, said it 


had concluded "that there is no 
common law authority in this 
state for the issuance of a 
search 
warrant 
for con- 


traband." 


Article 2 of Section IS of the 


state Constitution, cited by the 
state as authority for the war- 
rant, actually is a limitation on 
government power, not author- 
ity for warrants, the Supreme 
Court said. 


The state also relied on Ar- 


kansas laws providing drugs in- 
volving in a prohibited act are 
contraband subject to seizure 
without warrant by authorised 
agents of the state Board of 
Health and that such agents

The court said, however, that

Unconfirmed reports said the 


deposed ruler, Sheik Ahmad bin 
All al Thani, was on a hunting 
trip in Iran.

Radio Qatar announced the 
coup to the former British pro- 
tectorate's 85,000 people. 


Sheik Khalifa has long been 


the strongman of the sheikdom, 
and his cousin's role as head of 
state was a ceremonial one.

Doctor Overturned 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Supreme Court today Is- 
sued a supplemental opinion re- 
versing the conviction of Dr. J. 
Byron Grimmett of Waldo on a 
charge of failing to keep com- 
plete records of drugs. 


The opinion was issued fol- 


lowing a rehearing in con- 
nection with an earlier opinion 
the court had issued upholding 
the conviction and $2,000 fine 
imposed on Grimmett. 


In the supplemental opinion, 


however, the court held that a 
search warrant used by Duke 
Atkinson, formerly a sergeant 
in the Arkansas State Police, 
was not authorised by law. 


The action took place late in 


1969. Atkinson arrested Grim- 
mett and Pat Kimbal, who was 
employed by Grimmett at a 
clinic at Waldo. 


Atkinson also seized 1,812,976 


units of drugs and medicines 
including about 656,645 units that 
were controlled dnigs under the 
Drug Abuse Control Act. 


The officer alleged that he 


had purchased without pre- 
scription certain drugs from 


Mrs. Kimbal. 


The state argued that the 


warrant was valid under com- 
mon law, the state Constitution 
and state statutes. 


The Supreme Court, after a 


study of legal history, said it 


had concluded "that there is no 
common law authority in this 
state for the issuance of a 
search 
warrant 
for con- 


traband." 


Article 2 of Section IS of the 


state Constitution, cited by the 
state as authority for the war- 
rant, actually is a limitation on 
government power, not author- 
ity for warrants, the Supreme 
Court said. 


The state also relied on Ar- 


kansas laws providing drugs in- 
volving in a prohibited act are 
contraband subject to seizure 
without warrant by authorised 
agents of the state Board of 
Health and that such agents 
may 
executive 
and 
serve 


search and arrest warrants. 


The court said, however, that 


neither statute actually author- 
izes the issuance of a search 
warrant such as the one which 
figured in the collection of evi- 
dence against Grimmett. 


"Consequently, the search 


warrant was unlawfully issued 
and 
the evidence acquired 


thereby should have been sup- 
pressed," said the Supreme 
Court. 


It noted, however, that since 


the Grimmett case first arose, 
a 1971 Arkansas law, Act 123, 
has "provided rather com- 
prehensive authority for the is- 
suance of search warrants."

Nixon was vice president in 


the Eisenhower administration. 


Khrushchev's calculation was 


of course, highly debatable. 


Even if Mao and Chou have 


no particular preference in the 
1972 election, they must know 
that their actions have a siz- 
able political wallop in the 
West—whether for Nixon or 
against him. 


President Harry S. Truman 


was re-elected in 1948 while the 
Russians had West Berlin un- 
der 
blockade. 
Stalin 
had 


brought the cold war to the 
point of a major threat to world 
peace. Was that a factor in 


Truman's margin? 


In 1952 Eisenhower promised 


that if elected he would go to 
Korea and end the bloodshed 
between the Communists and 
U.N. forces. Was that a deci- 
sive factor at a time when the 
American nation was bone-tired 
of war and killing? 


By opening the door to what 


appears to be a reconciliation 
with the United States, after 22 
years of deep and ominous hos- 
tility, Mao and Chou might be 
said to have cast Nixon in the 
role 
of 
peacemaker. 
Once 


again, this is a time when 
much of the American public 
seems weary of war in Asia. It 
is again a year in which the 
word "peace" can have a role 
in the balloting. 


Yet it could be argued that 


the Mao-Chou role and the roles 
of the Soviet leaders in May 
might work against the Presi- 
dent if, by November, voters, 
discerned no improvement in 
the world picture.
